There were plenty of humorous tower 
incidents in the rugged life of the 
balloon men of their time.

One of the crew had been breaking 
in and was preparing to make his 
first trip to the clouds during the 
Fieldon exhibition.

' The balloon was set up in the main 
part of the village and was duly 
filled with hot air. Plenty of kin- 
dling and kerosene wers used to gen- 
erate hot air for filling the big silken 
beg.
